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1 . MEETING WITH UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA - 

POLCOUNS AND MISOFF BRIEFED UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA 
AHTISAARI IN GENERAL TERMS ON PLANS FOR FIVE-POWER DIS 
CUSSIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA IN CAPETOWN. AHTISAARI WARNED 
THAT THE FIVE MUST FIND WAYS TO OFFSET THE SUSPICIONS 
INEVITABLY AROUSED IN FRONTLINE STATES AND SWAPO BY STORIES 
SUCH AS PRESS REPORT THAT THE FIVE MIGHT CONSIDER DIS- 
CUSSING NAMIBIAN SETTLEMENT IN TERMS OF THE TURNHALLE 
CONFERENCE. POLCOUNS ASSURED HIM THE WEST HAD NO INTENTION 
OF DEALING WITH TURNHALLE. AHTISAARI, WHO HAD BEEN SURPRISED 
TO FIND THERE WERE NO UN STUDIES ON THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
SC RES 385, SAID HE WAS INSTIGATING SUCH A STUDY BY THE 
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SECRETARIAT, BUT THERE WAS A WOEFUL LACK OF DATA ON SUCH 
BASIC MATTERS AS THE INFRASTRUCTURE OF THE SAG ADMINISTRATION 
IN NAMIBIA. HE ALSO SAID THERE HAD BEEN NO SYSTEMATIC 
CONSIDERATION OF THE PRECISE UN ROLE IN A SOLUTION IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH RES 385. HE ASSUMED THE ELECTORAL PROCESS 
WOULD BE UNDER THE SYG'S SUPERVISION WITH THE COUNCIL FOR 
NAMIBIA PLAYING AN ACTIVE PART, AND COMMENTED THAT THE EX- 
PERIENCE IN WEST IRIAN APPEARED TO HIM TO OFFER SOME 
INSTRUCTIVE BACKGROUND. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1231) 

2. US ATTENDANCE AT MAPUTO CONFERENCE - 

CANADIAN MISOFF SAID CANADIANS ARE LEANING TOWARD PARTICIPATION 
IN THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE, FOLLOWING THE US LEAD. THEY 
REPORTED TO OTTAWA INFORMATION RECEIVED PRINCIPALLY VIA 
GERMANS THAT UK FOREIGN SECRETARY OWEN IS PRESENTLY 
RETHINKING THE UK POSITION, BASED ON WORD OF THE US DECISION 
AND HIS OWN REFLECTIONS AS A RESULT OF HIS AFRICAN TRIP. 

CANADIANS ALSO UNDERSTAND FRG IS NOW CONSIDERING ITS OWN 
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DECISION AND MAY SEEK TO REOPEN MATTER IN EC-9 CAPITALS. 

FRENCH STATED ONLY THAT THEY HAVE REPORTED THE NEWS OF US 
ATTENDANCE FROM WASHINGTON AND ARE AWAITING PARIS' 

REACTIONS. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1241) 

3. REACTIONS TO AMB YOUNGS ECOSOC ADDRESS - 

REACTIONS TO AMB YOUNG'S APRIL 19 ECOSOC ADDRESS HAVE 
BEEN GENERALLY HIGHLY FAVORABLE, INCLUDING THOSE OF DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. UKDEL WAS ESPECIALLY PLEASED BY EMPHASIS ON 
INTEGRATING SOCIAL CONSIDERATIONS WITH ECONOMIC, WHILE 
A YUGOSLAV DELEGATE IN A "FRANKLY PERSONAL" VIEW COMPLAINED 
THAT USG WAS USING SOCIAL ISSUES TO OBSCURE IMPORTANCE OF 
THE ECONOMIC DEBATE. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 1236) 

4. VOLUNTARY FUND FOR THE UN DECADE FOR WOMEN - 
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UK PREPARED A REPORT ON THE FIRST MEETING OF THE CONSULTA- 
TIVE COMMITTEE (GDR, JAMAICA, NIGERIA, PHILIPPINES, UK) 

ON THE VOLUNTARY FUND FOR THE UN DECADE FOR WOMEN WHICH SHOWS 
THAT THE FUND CURRENTLY HAS AVAILABLE $1,985,599. PROJECTS 
PRESENTED TO THE CONSULTATIVE GROUP FOR APPROVAL CALLED 
FOR EXPENDITURES OF $1,700,000 FROM THE FUND. THE GROUP 
WAS NOT SATISFIED THAT THE PROJECTS WERE IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
THE PRIORITIES ESTABLISHED IN GA RESOLUTION 31/133 AND 
DEFERRED ALL RECOMMENDATIONS FOR EXPENDITURES UNTIL NEXT 
MEETING JUNE 20-24. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 1238) 

5. ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL - 

THE COUNCIL HEARD 12 STATEMENTS APRIL 22 ON THE DECADE 
FOR ACTION TO COMBAT RACISM AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION: 
PHILIPPINES, CHINA, IRAQ, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, YUGOSLAVIA, 

UKRAINE, TUNISIA, ALGERIA, AUSTRIA, BANGLADESH. RWANDA 
AND GDR. IT ALSO DECIDED, WITHOUT OBJECTION, TO APPROVE 
SENDING A MEMBER OF THE DIVISION OF HUMAN RIGHTS TO ATTEND 
THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE. 

THE TONE OF THE DEBATE ON THE ITEM THROUGH APRIL 22 HAS 
BEEN MARKEDLY MORE RESTRAINED THAN THAT OF PREVIOUS SESSIONS, 
WITH SPEAKERS CONCENTRATING ON THE SITUATION IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA AND REFRAINING FROM OPEN ATTACKS ON ISRAEL. ONLY 
IRAQ AND CHINA MENTIONED ZIONISM. ALTHOUGH ARAB DELS HAVE 
ALL REFERRED TO PROBLEMS OF RACISM IN THE MIDDLE EAST, 

NONE MENTIONED ISRAEL BY NAME. EASTERN EUROPEANS HAVE CON- 
CENTRATED ON SOUTHERN AFRICA, BUT HAVE NOT MENTIONED THE 
US OR OTHER WESTERN STATES BY NAME IN CONDEMNING STATES WHICH 
SUPPORT SOUTH AFRICA AND HAVE AVOIDED THE ZIONISM ISSUE 
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ALTOGETHER. GHANA, NIGERIA AND EGYPT ARE CURRENTLY WORKING 
ON DRAFT RESOLUTIONS. MEMBERS OF THE WESTERN GROUP MADE 
KNOWN THEIR CONCERNS ABOUT THE REPORT OF THE PREPARATORY 
COMMITTEE AND THEIR HOPE THAT THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WILL NOT 
GO BEYOND NOTING THE REPORT. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE -

6. SOCIAL COMMITTEE - 

THE COMMITTEE CONTINUED APRIL 25 GENERAL DEBATE ON SOCIAL 
DEVELOPMENT QUESTIONS AND HEARD THE VIEWS OF 12 DELEGATIONS 
ON THE REPORT OF THE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION, 

WHICH CONTAINS A SERIES OF DRAFT RESOLUTIONS FOR ACTION BY 

ECOSOC. USDEL (MRS. PICKER) INTRODUCED SOME AMENDMENTS 

TO DRAFT RES X ON "REINFORCING THE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT 

SECTOR WITHIN THE UN." IN THE DRAFT. AS PREPARED BY THE 

COMMISSION. ECOSOC WOULD RECOMMEND THAT THE SYG APPOINT 

A SMALL WORKING GROUP COMPOSED OF EXPERTS FROM STATES MEMBERS 

OF THE SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT COMMISSION TO STUDY AND MAKE 

APPROPRIATE RECOMMENDATIONS FOR IMPROVEMENT WITH REGARD 

TO THE EFFECTIVENESS OF SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES IN 

THE UN SYSTEM. THE US AMENDMENTS WOULD RECOMMEND THAT THE SYG, 

IN APPOINTING SUCH A WORKING GROUP, TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE 

WORK ALREADY UNDERWAY ON THE RESTRUCTURING OF THE ECONOMIC 

AND SOCIAL SECTORS OF THE UN SYSTEM. OTHER AMENDMENTS AFFECT 

THE DATES OF SUBMISSION AND CONSIDERATION OF THE REPORT OF 

THE WORKING GROUP BY HIGHER AUTHORITIES. MRS. PICKER 

SAID USDEL WAS READY TO CONTRIBUTE $25,000 TOWARD THE COST 

OF SUCH A GROUP, IF NECESSARY. FRG AGREED THAT RES X SHOULD 

BE SOMEWHAT REVISED. NETHERLANDS SUPPORTED ESTABLISHMENT 

OF A WORKING GROUP AND WAS READY TO CONTRIBUTE $25,000 

ALSO TOWARD ITS EXPENSE IF FUNDS COULD NOT BE MET FROM 

WITHIN THE UN BUDGET. MRS. PICKER INDICATED CONCERN WITH 

THE LARGE NUMBER OF AGENDA ITEMS AT THE FORTHCOMING SESSION 

OF THE COMMISSION, WHICH COULD HAMPER EFFORTS FOR IN- 

DEPTH CONSIDERATION OF ALL ITEMS. NETHERLANDS BELIEVED 

THE COMMISSION SHOULD EXERCISE SOME "RESTRAINT" SO AS TO 

ENABLE IT TO CONDUCT MORE IN-DEPTH CONSIDERATION OF ITEMS.

8. NARCOTIC DRUGS - 

CANADIANS ASKED FOR US REACTION TO THE REVISED TEXT OF THEIR 
PROPOSED DRAFT RESOLUTION FOR ECOSOC ON THE RESTRICTION OF 
THE CULTIVATION OF THE POPPY. THEY POINTED OUT, IN 
PARTICULAR, THAT THE LANGUAGE OF PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPH 5 
HAD BEEN REVISED TO MAKE IT MORE ACCEPTABLE TO THE US.

9. CRIME PREVENTION AND CONTROL - 

CHIEF OF THE UN SECRETARIAT'S CRIME PREVENTION AND CRIMINAL 
JUSTICE SECTION INFORMED USUN BY LETTER THAT THE UN IS 
ORGANIZING AN AD HOC MEETING OF EXPERTS ON THE "EXPEDITIOUS 
AND EQUITABLE HANDLING OF CRIMINAL CASES." HE ENCLOSED A 
LIST OF THOSE WHO HAD BEEN SENT INVITATIONS TO THE MEETING, 

WHICH WILL BE HELD AT RENO, NEVADA, MAY 23-27. (USUN 1239) 

10. UN COUNCIL FOR NAMIBIA - 

THE COUNCIL DECIDED APRIL 22 TO APPOINT A DELEGATION TO 
REPRESENT IT, AS THE "LEGAL ADMINISTERING AUTHORITY FOR 
NAMIBIA UNTIL INDEPENDENCE,” AT THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE IN 
SUPPORT OF THE PEOPLES OF ZIMBABWE AND NAMIBIA. PRESIDENT 
KAMANA (ZAMBIA) ANNOUNCED THAT CONTRIBUTIONS TOWARD HOLDING 
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THE CONFERENCE IN MAPUTO HAD REACHED $280,000, SLIGHTLY 
EXCEEDING THE AMOUNT WHICH HAD BEEN BUDGETED. IN VIEW OF THE 
"CONSERVATIVE BUDGET," HE APPEALED FOR FURTHER CONTRIBUTIONS. 
EARLIER, AN ADDITIONAL PLEDGE OF $5,000 WAS ANNOUNCED BY 
POLAND. KAMANA SAID THAT ONLY 38 COUNTRIES HAD THUS FAR 
ANNOUNCED THEIR PARTICIPATION IN THE CONFERENCE, 

AND HE ASKED COUNCIL MEMBERS TO URGE THEIR GOVERNMENTS TO 
INDICATE AS SOON AS POSSIBLE WHETHER THEY WOULD PARTICIPATE 
AND, IF SO, AT WHAT LEVEL. PASTINEN (FINLAND) SPOKE AT LENGTH 
ON THE NATIONHOOD PROGRAM FOR NAMIBIA WHICH HIS FOREIGN 
MINISTER HAD PROPOSED AT THE 3 1ST GA AND THE THREE PHASES 
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WHICH HE VISUALIZED. THE FIRST STAGE COULD BE TWOFOLD: 

IDENTIFYING MOST IMMEDIATE ASSISTANCE NEEDS OF NAMIBIA, 

AND COLLECTION OF STATISTICAL AND OTHER DATA NEEDED FOR NATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT PLANNING. HE SAID THAT IF ECOSOC APPROVED 
THE FINNISH SUGGESTIONS AND THERE WERE NO OTHER RESOURCES 
AVAILABLE FOR THE PURPOSE, FINLAND WAS WILLING TO CONSIDER 
FAVORABLY THE POSSIBILITY OF GIVING AN ADDITIONAL CONTRIBUTION 
FOR THE COSTS OF IMPLEMENTING THE INITIAL EXPERT-LEVEL 
STUDIES. 
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1 1 . CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

THE WORKING GROUP ON A CODE OF CONDUCT CONCLUDED DISCUSSION 
LATE APRIL 22 OF ITS "LIST OF MAJOR PRINCIPLES AND ISSUES 
TO BE CONSIDERED IN AN OUTLINE TO A CODE OF CONDUCT." AS 
IT WAS NOT ABLE TO CONCLUDE ITS WORK ON SCHEDULE, THE GROUP 
AGREED TO REQUEST THE COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS FOR AUTHORITY TO MEET DURING THE COURSE OF 
THE COMMISSION S SESSION TO COMPLETE THE CURRENT PHASE OF 
ITS WORK. 


THE G-77 APPEAR TO BE WILLING TO WORK ON THE BASIS OF 
THE TENTATIVE ANNOTATION OF A CODE OF CONDUCT PREPARED BY THE 
TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS SECRETARIAT, RATHER THAN 
SUBMIT THEIR OWN ANNOTATED OUTLINE. THE SECRETARIAT DRAFT 
WILL BE SUBJECT OF INFORMAL DISCUSSION AND NEGOTIATIONS 
DURING THE WEEK OF APRIL 25. (USUN 1228, 1233) 

12. COMMISSION ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS- 

THE COMMISSION OPENED ITS THIRD SESSION APRIL 25 AND 
HEARD A REPORT ON DEVELOPMENTS SINCE ITS LAST SESSION BY 
EXECUTIVE DIRECTO SAHLGREN OF THE UN CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS. HE TOLD THE COMMISSION THAT THE PAST YEAR 
HAD WITNESSED THE FORMATIVE PHASE OF THE INSTITUTIONALIZATION 
OF UN INVOLVEMENT IN THE SUBJECT OF TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. 
"WHILE ONE MAY NOTE THAT THE EMOTIONS WHICH CHARACTERIZED 
DISCUSSIONS IN THE PAST SEEM TO HAVE SUBSIDED AND A CLEAR 
PICTURE OF THE COMPLEXITIES OF THE ISSUES IS EMERGING, " HE 
SAID, "THE DETERMINATION TO FIND SOLUTIONS TO THE NUMEROUS 
ISSUES HAS NOT LESSENED." HE THOUGHT A FOUNDATION HAD BEEN LAID 
WHICH SHOULD PROVIDE A FIRM BASIS FOR UNDERTAKING THE WORK AND 
ACHIEVING THE GOALS WHICH LAY AHEAD. FASLA (ALGERIA) 

WAS ELECTED CHAIRMAN, AND MATEEV (BULGARIA) AS ONE THREE 
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VICE CHAIRMEN. AT THE REQUEST OF USDEL, ELECTION OF THE OTHER 
OFFICERSWAS DEFERRED TO ALLOW FOR CONSULTATIONS. THE COMMISSION 
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ADOPTED ITS 13-ITEM PROVISIONAL AGENDA, AND AGREED TO A 
PROPOSAL BY THE CHAIRMAN OF THE INTERGOVERNMENTAL WORKING GROUP 
ON A CODE OF CONDUCT THAT THE GROUP BE ALLOWED TIME FOR 
SIX ADDITIONAL MEETINGS TO ENABLE IT TO COMPLETE THE CURRENT 
PHASE OF ITS WORK. 

13. SECRETARY GENERAL TO VISIT CENTRAL AMERICA— 

THE UN ANNOUNCED THAT AT THE INVITATION OF THE GOVERNMENTS 
OF GUATEMALA, EL SALVADOR, HONDURAS, NICARAGUA AND COSTA RICA, 

THE SYG WILL LEAVE ON THE WEEKEND OF APRIL 30/MAY 1 FOR 
GUATEMALA CITY TO MEET WITH THE MINISTERS OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
AND OF ECONOMY OF THE CENTERAL AMERICAN GOVERNMENTS. 

THE SYG ALSO, AT GOG INVITATION, WILL PAY OFFICIAL VISIT TO 
GUATEMALA, MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT OF GUATEMALA AND OTHER 
HIGH GOG OFFICIALS. ON MAY 2, THE SYG WILL INAUGURATE THE 
17TH SESSION OF THE ECONOMIC COMMISSION FOR LATIN AMERICA.
